Now carefully note: to tighten the
Hds on the serew cap jars partially,
place the lid in position and screw just
a8 far as it will go without forcing,
and then give the lid one full turn back
to unfasten.

The reasnn this is neceasary s that
when the water bath is boiling it also
beats the sirup to the boiling point and |
thus creates a stemm, which, If not |
